Visiters 1 rem New Zealand 

In June, two educators who are on sabbatical from their schools in New Zealand visited 
with a group of RCC administrators and educators. Peter Tootell, Principal of Trident 
High school, and Rosemary Johnson, Regional Campus Manager of Waiariki Institute of 
Technology (post-secondary, much like our community college), spent a productive 
afternoon discussing the similarities between our two systems. The majority of their 
students are Maori, the indigenous people of New Zealand, and many of them face the 
same socioeconomic conditions that our students face. 

They were aware of our work through our Achieving the Dream initiative. We were one 
of two colleges that they visit in America, and the only one in Boston. They wanted to 
learn more about: 

projects that support the transition from high schools to 

college;

dropping out of college;
